Modern Jerusalem 


Streets are Still Much as They Were 
in Biblical Times 


The population of modern Jerusa- 
lem is about 70,000. The appearance 
of the place has been greatly spoilt 
by modern buildings outside it, 
which jar upon its aspect and asso- 
ciations. The streets within the 
walls are still much as they were in 
Biblical times—narrow, odoriferous, 
and ill paved. The water supply is 
miserable and the imhabitants depend 
much upon cisterns and tanks in the 
rock, many of which are of immense 
size and great antiquity. The tank 
system of Jerusalem has never been 
properly explored; the rock is hon- 
eycombed with these reservoirs, 
many of which have passed out of 
use and have been forgotten. 

Outside the walls are the Garden 
of Gethsemane, where there yet re- 
main eight olive trees of the date of 
the Agony, and the Place of Ston- 
ing, which, from the strange  skull- 
like appearance of the rock there 
many believe was Golgotha, “the 
place of the skull” and the true site 
of the Crucifixion. But there is

Life of a Bank Note 


, 4 pe Bene ° 
Stolen and Lost Notes are Generally 
Long Absentees 


The petiod which each denomina- 
tion of Bank of England notes _ re- 
main in circulation has been  caleu- 
lated, and is shown by the following 
authentic account of the number ot 
days a bank note issued in London 
remains in circulation: £5 note, 72.7 
days; £10, 77.0; £20, 57.4; £30, 
18.9; £40, 13.7; £50, 388; £100, 
28.4; £200, 12.7; £300, 10.6; £1,000, 
11.1. The exceptions to these aver- 
ages are few, and therefore remars- 
able. The time during which some 
notes remain unpresented is reckon- 
ed by the century, On September 
27, 1846, a £50 note was presented 
bearing date January 20, 1743;  an- 
other for £10, issued on November 
19, 1762, was not paid till April 20, 
1845, 

Stolen and lost notes are gencrally 
long absentees. The former usually 
make their appearance soon after a 
great horse race or, other sporting 
event, altered or so disguised as to 
deceive bankers, to whom the Bank 
of England furnishes a list of the 
number and dates of all stolen notes. 

Bank notes have been Known to 
light pipes, to wrap up snuff, and to 
be used as curl-papers; and British 
tars, mad with rum and prize moncy, 
have not infrequently, in time of 
war, made sandwiches of them  be- 
tween bread and butter. 

Carelessness gives the bank enor- 
mous profits against which the loss 
of a mere note is but a trifle, In the 
forty years between 1792 and 1832 
there were outstanding notes of the | 
Bank of England, presumed to have 
been lost or destroyed, amounting to 
over £1,330,000, every shilling ot 
which was clear profit to the bank.

Lumberman’s j cheese-making have made enormous 


strides in the last decade or two. 
Chief of these are the whole milk 
and powdered and condensed milb 
trades, 

Despite the growth of these rival 
trades, however, cheese is stil\ "the 
largest single linc in Ontario dairy- 
ing. The value of the cheese out- 
put of the province in 1916 was $23,- 
653,343, nearly $5,000,000 above the 
record of the year before and up- 
wards of $9,000,000 more than fo1 
1910. Canada as a whole has _ in- 
creased her export of cheese since 
the outbreak of war by upwards of 
40,000,000 pounds. 

Rich in protein there are few foods 
more sustaining than cheese and it 
might be used much more exten- 
sively than at present as a_substi- 
tute for other foods needes for ex- 
port. A very sinall piece of cheese 
has as much nourishment as a large 
portion of meat. It is an extremely 
important adjunct to the menu and 
might be more generally uscd. 

Usually around the farm there is 
a good deal of skim milk on hand 
and the contempt with which the 
majority ef people regard it is 
wholly undeserved. The prepartion 
of cottage cheese is one method of 
converting skim milk into a more 
attractive and appetizing form of 


food. It is extremely simple to 
make and is wholesome and deli- 
cious. 

Canadian cheese may justly be 


termed one of the war foods of im- 
portance for not only might it be 
used freely here but it is needed for 
export, and the farmer will make no 
mistake in augmenting the supply 
for home and foreign consumption,
